Plans are being consider- 
ed for the conversion of the 
old hospital building and 
facilities into some 50 beds, 
with the same type of ser- 
vice offered in the new 
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Helle Glade Herald 


Glades folks materialized 
conversation concerning a 
hospital into legislative au- 
thority in 1939 with the 
establishment of a unit of 
taxation known as Western 
Palm Beach County Public 
Hospital District, which in- 
cluded everything west of 
Range 39, a north and south 
line near Twenty Mile 
Bend. 

Authority to assess a tax 
not to exceed ten mills 
was given, and the first re- 
corded millage assessment 
was at 1.75, apparently a- 
round 1943. Then came 2.23 
mills, five and finally 8.25 
mills were assessed in 1948 
when both Pahokee and 
Belle Glade had operating 
hospitals under the same 
Board. The distriot's total 
assessed taxable valuation 
in '48 is recorded as $13.136 
million. 

In 1940 the newly form- 
ed taxing district took over 
the operation of the Ever- 
glades Memoríal Hospital. 

Assets of the hospital 
were listed at $10,628, most 
of which were "collectibles" 
and a few pieces of equip- 
ment. A red figure indicat- 
ed overdraft where "cash 
on hand and in banks" is 
usually found. 

With board members from 
Lake Harbor to Sand Cut 
over the years fighting to 
keep the finances of the 
Hospital going, the light of 
day was visible when the 
government decided to aban 
don its operation of the Mig- 
ratory Hospital at Belle 
Glade. 

Claude Pepper's name ap- 
pears frequently as the ne- 
gotíator with Washington, 
and his telegram announc- 
ing the actual transfer is re- 
corded in the minutes of 
those days. 

Washington Bureaucrats 
in a death struggle with 
payroll day asked that the 
community offer to buy the 
hospital. Mrs. Ruth Wedg- 


‚ worth who was Chairman 


of the Board during the ne- 
gotiation offered $100, but 
there's no redprd of the 
check when she officially 
accepted the deed on July 
29th, 1948, at a luncheon. 
The Board authorized the 
operation of the Migratory 
Hospital on June 30th, 1947 
under a special permit from

USDA, with the expressed 
purpose of using the Paho- 
kee hospital as an emer- 
gency clinic. 

On June 30th, 1958 min- 
utes of the Hospital Board 
indicate that Mrs. Ruth 
Wedgworth submitted her 
resignation due to “appoint- 
ment to the PB County 
Board of Public Instruc- 
tion.” 

Due to the fact that she 
had been prominent in ne- 
gotiations and final  con- 
sumption of the acquisition 
of the "migratory Hospital" 
the Board designated her as 
recipient of the deed at a 
formal occasion. 

By unanimous action of 
the Board she was made an 
ex-official member of the 
Board. 

Her years of work for the 
ill and unfortunate of the 
Glades was followed by ef- 
fective work towards bet- 
tering the educationa privi- 
leges of the State's youth. 

Demands dictated that the 
Pahokee hospital be operat- 
ed finally also as a unit, 
which the minutes and bud- 
gets reflect. 

The deed from the govern- 
ment provides that after 
twenty years July 29, 1968

the title to the property will 
become absolute in the Hos- 
pital District without re- 
strictive clauses as to it's 
operation, 

The original establish- 
ment of the "Migratory Hos- 
pital” was a Gift From Н 
ven to the Glades! it's ac- 
quisition came when sore- 
ly needed, and it has ser- 
ved as a foundation on 
which the present plant is 
acquired. 

The Do-Gooders of that 
day couldn't forsee the day 
of Medicare, Socialism and 
bungling bureaucratic po- 
verty programs of their suc- 
cessors, or the Glades most 
likely would not today have 
reaped the benefit of the 
hospital or the labor cen- 
ters. 

Population expansion and 
medical needs brought a- 
bout a division of the Glades 
area into the NORTHwest- 
ет and SOUTHwestern 
hospital distriots in 1949. 

In '61 an effort was made 
to combine the two districts 
again and build a common 
facility. But when the de- 
cision was put to the free- 
holders it was denied. 


Today Pahokee has а 
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mcdern hospital ready to, 
commence operation and 
Belle Glade — north and 
South areas of the Glades— 
has a facility that commands 
the pride of all medical pro- 
fessionals. 

The Glades today has 
modern delivery rooms and 
equipment as contrasted to 
ditch-bank and “at home" 
space for bringing the new- 
born into competition for 
governmental favors.

Minutes of the old hospi- 
tal board disclose that the 
first millage assessed back 
in the early forties was 
1.75. This rate was gradual- 
ly upped until the assess- 
ment was some .5 mills 
when both the Pahokee and 
the Belle Glade hospitals 
were first operated simul- 
taneously. 

The combined taxable as- 
sessment for the entire 
western half of the county 
was approximately $13 mil- 


lion. 

Now, there are two dis- 
tricts, and the Southwestern 
District (ours) has a total 
taxable assessment of $128 
million with a millage of 
2.1. 

The promise of the Board 
to hold the millage down 
below 4 has been able to 
be maintained, despite ris- 
ing costs of everything and 
encouragement of the Po- 
verty group to lean on some 
body's payroll, if they must 
work.

DROPOUTS 


Congress has passed and the President has signad 
into law an act authorizing the deletion of all silver 
from our coinage, abandoning a standard that has pre- 
vailed for 176 years in the United Sttes. 

Between the Supreme Court and Congress we have 
achieved a number of notable "dropouts" in the last 
few years. 

The Bible has "dropped out" of our tax-support- 
ed educational system with the assistance of the Su- 
preme Court. 

“Literacy” has become a dzopout at the polls with 
the blessing of Congress and this in spite of the billions 
of dollars that have been. expended for education in 
the last decade. 

Our gold reserve hes become a ":dropout" even 
though Fort Knox was thought to be impregnable, 
Congress and the Supreme Court both joined in ac- 
complishing this result. 

The historic separation of powers guaranteed by 
our Constitution has become a "dropout" as both Con- 
gress and the Supreme Court have yielded more and 
more power to the administrative agencies. 

The "balanced budget" has been a dropout along 
with the permanent national debt limit these past 30 
years, 

The safety of lives and property in our major cities 
is rapidly becoming a “dropout” as the federal gov- 
ernment with the blessing of Congress and the Su- 
preme Court turns its face away from “civil disobedi- 


ence" which disrupts and interferes with the flow 
commerce and the ordinary use and 
access provided by cur streets and 


information for self-serving purposes which are in the 
interest of the administrative agency but not in the 
public interest. 

Separation of the church and state has become & 
“dropout” as pastors leave their pulpits and lobby for 
social legislation in response to pressure groups. 

The dignity of public office has become a “drop- 
out” as greed and hunger for power betrays officehold- 
ers into new excesses in partisan patronage practices 
and in the buying of votes with taxpayers’ money. 

The “one-man one-vote” principle becomes a "drop- 

out” as both the Supreme Court and the administration 
invade the legislative field and substitute the judg- 
ment of minority groups and appointed individuals 
ior the will of the majorty.

Tricks For Home Sewers 


By Betty Woolfe 
Asst. Co. Ext. HDC Agent 

You don't have to be a 
magician to work tmagic 
tricks at your sewing mach- 
ine. There are tricks of the 
trade that help you turn out 
professional looking gar- 
ments quickly. 

Do as the manufacturers 
do — press baste. Yes, press 
your darts instead of bast- 
ing. A fold line placed in 
the center of the dart will 
hold it in place for you to 
stitch from the fabric edge 
to the point. Pressing in- 
stead of basting works beau- 
tifully to prepare waist- 
bands and pockets for edge 
stitching, too. The seam al- 
lowance is folded over and 
pressed in place, giving a 
sharp edge for stitching. 

Home sewers may also 
turn bias covered cording 
for “spaghetti” straps ог 
rope belting quickly. Cut 
cable cord twice the length 
of the bias you wish to ссу- 
er. Fold the bias over one 
end of the cord sewing with 
a cording foot close to the 
cord. At the end of the bias, 
sew the bias to the cord. 
Draw the end of the unclos- 
ed cord out of the bias, 


turning the bias inside out 
and automatically covering 
the other end of the cord. 

Much faster than hand 


«tacking or slip-stitching fac- 


ings.is the new method of 
understitching to hold fac- 
ings in place. Understitch- 
ing insurég a finished edge 
that remains sharp and crisp 
and reinforces the seam for 
machine washing. From the 
right side of the facing 
stitch the facing to the seam 
allowance close to the seam 
line, catching in the seam.
